know the latest discoveries ot science in food canning. \ She knows 
only Ihe old way of "putting up" poriahablos—by cooking them thor- 
oughly and then packing them in cans. This method is not success- 
ful with most vegetables. It ,1s not too successful with fruit, as many 
a housekeeper can testify who has gone to the fruit shelf in winter to 
flnd some of hor choieest jara' moldy, sour, or working. And the old 
method Is costly, too, because it demands rich 
syrups 
and 
heavily 


spiced mixtures. 


Tho latest development in food canning is by sterilization. Under 


this system fruits and vegetables, well or slightly cooked as tho case 
may bo, are preserved by a process which kills all geri% life in the 
cans utter they are completely or partially sealed/ 


It Is cheaper and easier to preserve food by sterilization then by 


the old cooking mothod of canning, and, moreover, it Is even easier to 
put up vegetables than fruits by this method. In succeeding bulletins 
will be given tho directions for home sterilization.
